Applicant further states that the subject matter of the application is a major asset of the 
small entity. 

Applicant additionally states that the development of the technology of S.N. 10/002,402 
will be significantly impaired if examination of the patent application is delayed. 

The application deals with a biological assay material for detecting the presence of 
particular toxic substances. In a preferred embodiment, the biological assay material is 
incorporated within an article of manufacture so as to instantly warn the consumer of the 
presence of such toxic substances as E. Coli, Listeria, etc. Development of the technology to a 
commercial level requires that an economy of scale be achieved. In order for this to happen, it is 
incumbent upon applicant to submit some evidentiary materials to various manufacturers of 
apparel, biological assay materials and the like such that they will feel confident in expanding 
production of the claimed technology to a point at which it becomes sufficiently inexpensive to 
be put into widespread use. This will require that examination of the application be accelerated 
so that the likelihood of obtaining patent protection can be ascertained.
